Men charged in 
kidnapping of 

businessman 


Alexander Davidoff. 
62-year-old recovering

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Edmonton police have charged 
two men after a prominent Ed¬ 
monton businessman was al¬ 
legedly abducted, assaulted and 
threatened. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, Alexander Davidoff 
— the president of Glenora 
Skyline Development Corp. 
and Design Jewellers — was 
kidnapped on Sunday. 

Court documents allege 
the suspects threatened to kill 
Davidoff and his grandchildren 
if he didn’t provide money. 

The 62-year-old was located 
early Tuesday at a home in 
Sherwood Park by EPS Robbeiy

Detectives, following what po¬ 
lice are calling “an intense and 
time-sensitive 24-hour investi¬ 
gation.” 

Davidoff was allegedly ab¬ 
ducted from the west side of 
the city. He was reported mis¬ 
sing late Sunday after missing a 
scheduled appointment, which 
was out of character and raised 
concerns. 

According to police, David¬ 
off suffered minor injuries in 
the harrowing ordeal. He was 
released from hospital Tuesday 
night. 

On Wednesday afternoon 
Det. Reggie Owen spoke about 


the case but noted police hadn’t 
yet had a chance to interview 
Davidoff extensively. 

“He had been missing for 
over a day’s period, so he hadn’t 
had any sleep and we’re not 
sure how much he had been 
able to eat and drink. He wasn’t 
in a position where he was able 
to provide us with an interview 
at this point in time,” Owen 
told media. 

Owen wouldn’t elaborate on 
the motive behind the alleged 
kidnapping. 

He said the kidnappers 
knew Davidoff, whose com¬ 
pany is developing a three-tow¬ 
er bighrise project in Glenora. 

Raheel Khalon, 26, and 
David Chipere, 41, have been 
charged with kidnapping, ex¬ 
tortion, unlawful confinement, 
assault causing bodily harm 
and three counts each of ut¬ 
tering death threats. 

Chipere was also charged 
with breach of recognizance.

The rising costs of rebuild¬ 
ing after the Alberta floods 
are unlikely to drive up ex¬ 
penditures for major pro¬ 
jects in Edmonton, a group 
representing the construc¬ 
tion industry says. 

The floods have done bil¬ 
lions of dollars in damage 
to private homes and public 


infrastructure, but Stephen 
Kushner, a spokesperson for 
the Merit Contractors’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said he doesn’t ex¬ 
pect to see a big pull on the 
Edmonton labour market. 

“The problems are going 
to be very geographic,” he 
said. “I don’t think there’s 
going to be a labour impact.” 

Coun. Linda Sloan raised 
concerns last week while 
council was looking at the 
wide variety of capital pro¬ 
jects on the city’s books for 
next year and beyond. 

She said her worry is that 
contractors might be too 
tied up in Calgary, meaning 
those who stick around in 
Edmonton could raise their 
prices. 

“It’s going to draw con-

siderable demand into that 
region of our province,” she 
said. 

She said the new down¬ 
town arena is just one pro¬ 
ject that could see price 
spikes, and when the next 
council reviews the capital 
budget next year they may 
have to make choices. 

“Maybe it is prudent then 
to stage or really prioritize 
those projects that are abso¬ 
lutely essential,” she said. 


Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said he’s not concerned 
about potential cost escala¬ 
tion on the arena, because 
it’s such a large project 
and not similar to the work 
that will need to happen in 
southern Alberta. 

“This is major construc¬ 
tion. Down there you have a 
lot of horrific events, but not 
the kind of the size of build¬ 
ing this is.” 

Kushner said major civic 
projects usually need equip¬ 
ment and supplies that 
aren’t ordered that often, so 
they are unlikely to see sud¬ 
den price spikes. 

“It’s not necessarily the 
kind of equipment that is 
going to have a huge run on 
it,” he said.

Edmonton police are de¬ 
fending their actions after 
they say it took officers 48 
minutes to respond to a 911 
call from a woman whose 
fitness-class participants 
were being harassed by two 
drunk men. 

In a letter sent to media, 
Cheryl Schneider said two 
inebriated men entered the 
class she was teaching in the 
basement of the North Mill- 
bourne Community League 
hall around 6 a.m. on Mon¬ 
day. 


After the men were guid¬ 
ed upstairs and the door was 
locked, they began to kick 
and bang on the door and 
shout profanities. 

In the letter, Schneider 
wrote that she called 911 
four times before police ar¬ 
rived and was told to be pa¬ 
tient because staff were in 
the middle of a shift change. 

Schneider wrote that as 
the two men beat the door 
for more than 40 minutes, 
the six women and one man 
in the class were “literally 
held hostage waiting for the 
promised officers.” 

When the commotion 
stopped around 7 a.m., 

Schneider said she discov¬ 
ered the men had barricad¬ 
ed the adults in the building 
using a piece of wood. 

Police responded to the 
complaint on Wednesday 
afternoon and said the mat¬ 
ter is under detailed review 
because an official com¬ 



plaint has been filed. 

Insp. Blair Edl said while 
it took police 48 minutes to 
arrive, they “feel that we got 
to the situation as quickly as 
we possibly could have.” 

Const. Rayanne Knox said 
when the 911 call came in 
several other events were 
underway in the southeast 
division, including a homi¬ 
cide and a suicidal person. 

“We empathize with the 
complainant and under¬ 
stand how concerned she 
and the men and women 
who were in the hall at the 
time must have felt,” Knox 
said. 

Edl said the call was a 
non-emergency call. 

“Had the call escalated to 
where the person had safe¬ 
ty issues or there certainly 
was a crime in progress, the 
priority would have been 
raised and we would have at¬ 
tempted to respond sooner,” 
he said.

RAM. Staffer discovers 
ancestor on rare plate 


The latest acquisition to the 
Royal Alberta Museum — two 
rare and historically significant 
plates — come with a side of 
serendipity. 

Depicting the 1860s West¬ 
ern Canadian journey of 
wealthy British tourists Milton 
and Cheadle, the fine bone 
china plates are a contrast to 
the challenging conditions ex¬ 
perienced by the travellers. The 
plates feature textured gold lat¬ 
tice, delicate hand-painted im¬ 
ages and even a few cut marks. 

“I can’t believe people ac¬ 
tually ate dessert off these 
plates — they’re so rare,” said 
Peggy Ferguson-Pell, president 
of the friends of the museum 
society, which donated the 
$16,000 plate called “Over the 
Mountain, Near Jasper House.” 

But it’s the other plate, “Our 
Party Across the Mountains,” 
that is the surprise find. After 
the museum bought the com¬ 
panion plate, it was discovered

There was support for an 
inquiiy among the premiers 
who met with aboriginal lead¬ 
ers Wednesday before the 
Council of the Federation 
meeting, said Ontario Premier 
Kathleen Wynne, who will 
chair the premiers’ summit on 
Thursday. 

She said violence against 
aboriginal women is an im¬ 
portant issue that has touched 
every Canadian jurisdiction

and is extremely important to 
all the leaders who attended 
the meeting.

Train derailment kills dozens 


A passenger train derailed Wed¬ 
nesday night on a curvy stretch 
of track in northwestern Spain, 
killing at least 40 people caught 
inside toppled cars and injuring 
more than 140 in the country’s 
worst rail accident in decades, 
officials said.

No lawsuits, please. 

Dramatic court ruling 
stops creditors from 
stopping mammoth 
bankruptcy 


At last something’s gone 
right for Detroit. 

A federal judge agreed 
with the city on Wednesday 
and stopped any lawsuits 
challenging its bankruptcy. 

Bankruptcy Judge Steven 
Rhodes’ decision was a major 
victoiy for Detroit. 

The triumph was espe¬ 
cially sweet after a judge last 
week said Gov. Rick Snyder 
acted illegally in approving 
the Chapter 9 filing. 

That ruling and others 
had threatened to derail the 
case. 

“If these actions are not 
stopped, the city would be 
irreparably harmed ... These 
litigants will have due pro¬ 
cess. They will have their day 
in court,” Detroit attorney 
Heather Lennox said during 
two hours of arguments by 


the city, pension funds and 
unions. 

Rhodes said there’s noth¬ 
ing in federal law or the U.S. 
Constitution that gives a state 
court a shared role in a bank¬ 


ruptcy. Questions about De¬ 
troit’s eligibility to overhaul 
itself through bankruptcy 
“are within this court’s exclu¬ 
sive jurisdiction,” he said. 

Retirees had sued, claim¬ 


ing the bankruptcy threat¬ 
ened their pensions. 

The Detroit courtroom 
was jammed with lawyers 
representing some of De¬ 
troit’s thousands of creditors. 


Michael Nicholson, gen¬ 
eral counsel for the United 
Auto Workers union, said 
he plans to review Judge 
Steven Rhodes’ order.

Detroit has about 21,000 
retired workers who are 
owed benefits. 

The list includes office 
workers at city hall, po¬ 
lice, paramedics, sanita¬ 
tion crews, firefighters 
and bus drivers. 

The city has obliga¬ 
tions of about $3.5 billion 
for pensions and $5.7 bil¬ 
lion for health coverage. 

There are three law¬ 
suits in state courts chal¬ 
lenging the bankruptcy. 

They mostly focus on a 
provision in the Michigan 
Constitution that says 
public pensions “shall 
not be diminished or im¬ 
paired.” Pensions have not 
been frozen or reduced in 
the bankruptcy so far.

Several hundred people 
shouting “Kill the gays” at¬ 
tacked gay activists and 
clashed with police on Wed¬ 
nesday in a bid to disrupt 


the first ever pride event 
in staunchly conservative 
Montenegro, which is seek¬ 
ing to improve its human 
rights record as it bids to join 
the European Union. 

Angry assailants threw 
rocks, bottles, glasses and 
various other objects — in¬ 
cluding chairs from local 
cafes — at several dozen flag- 
waving gay activists in the 
coastal town of Budva who

Police break siege 
of Bulgaria’s 
Parliament 

Bulgarian police on Wed¬ 
nesday broke up a blockade 
of Parliament and escorted 
out more than 100 law¬ 
makers and ministers who 
had been trapped inside 
the besieged building for 
more than eight hours by 
protesters seeking to oust 
the left-leaning govern¬ 
ment. 

Police in riot gear 
pushed away the protest¬ 
ers and formed a corridor 
to allow those trapped 
since Tuesday to leave the 


building. 

Anti-government pro¬ 
tests in Bulgaria’s capital 
have been going on for 
40 days, and escalated on 
Tuesday evening as several 
hundred demonstrators 
trapped 109 people — 
including three ministers, 
some 30 lawmakers and 
their staff — inside Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The appointment of 
controversial media mogul 
Delyan Peevslci as head 
of the national security 
agency sparked this wave 
of protests. The appoint¬ 
ment was immediately 
revoked but demonstrators 
insist the government is 
corrupt and must resign.

“I did not feel for one 
moment that this was a 
sovereign European deci¬ 
sion,” Nasrallah said.

Mom’s more plugged 
in than you think 


Social media. Far from 
being tech-challenged, 
demo ranks among 
‘most social consumers 
you'll meet,' report says 


Concert promoter Live Nation is 
overhauling its U.S. concessions 
to serve only local produce and 
humanely-raised meats. 

Starting this week, all pro¬ 
duce served at Live Nation’s 
38 amphitheatres around 
the U.S. will be sourced from 
within roughly a 100-mile ra¬ 
dius (about 160 kilometres) of 
each venue. Additionally, all 
meats will carry either Certi¬ 
fied Humane, Global Animal 
Partnership or Animal Welfare 
Approved certification. 

The change will cost the 
company about an extra $1 mil¬ 


lion US a year, but concertgoers 
won’t see that reflected in food 
or ticket prices, says Live Na¬ 
tion CEO Michael Rapino. He 
believes the goodwill generated 
by serving better food and sup¬ 
porting local farms will be com¬ 
pensation enough. 

The company has brought 
on celebrity chef Hugh Ache- 
son as a consultant to help 
guide the changes. Acheson, an 
outspoken proponent of local 
and sustainable agriculture, is 
best known for appearances on 
Bravo’s Top Chef and Top Chef 
Masters, the associated press 


Forget the outdated stereo¬ 
type of the tech-illiterate soc¬ 
cer mom. Twenty-first-centuiy 
moms are increasingly becom¬ 
ing one of the most digitally 
savvy cohorts in Canada, ac¬ 
cording to a recently released 
report backed by data from 
measurement firm comScore 
and online surveys. 

The 2013 Canada Social 
Mom report, published by the 
parenting website BabyCenter, 
calls today’s plugged-in moms 
“the most social consumers 
you’ll meet.” 

The report suggests 93 per 
cent of Canadian moms who 
use the Internet are logging into 
social networks eveiy month. 
Tablet ownership among moms 
was up nearly 100 per cent in 
the past year. And mothers 
were found to be two and a 
half times more likely to pre¬ 
fer checking their social media 
feeds on a smartphone rather 


than using a computer. 

Researchers have been 
watching Canadian moms dra¬ 
matically increase their Inter¬ 
net usage for years now, but 
preconceptions that they’re 
not interested in technology 


remain, said Gagan Sharma, 
research director for Mom 
Central Consulting, which has 
offices in Toronto, Boston and 
New York. 

“Despite the fact we see that 
moms are heavily engaged on¬ 


line, they’re tech savvy, they’re 
engaged, we still find there is 
that perception where people 
don’t understand that moms 
are actually leading the charge 
in a lot of ways,” Sharma said.

Pride, prejudice and pounds: Jane 
Austen to grace British banknote 


Jane Austen will become the 
new face on England’s 10-pound 
notes. The Bank of England 
chose the chronicler of 18th- 
centuiy English country life as 
the new face of the note, bow¬ 
ing to critics who complained 
that the venerable institution 
was ignoring women on their 
currency. 

“Jane Austen certainly merits 
a place in the select group of 
historical figures to appear on 
our banknotes,” the bank’s 
new governor Mark Carney said 


Wednesday in a statement. “Her 
novels have an enduring and 
universal appeal and she is rec¬ 
ognized as one of the greatest 
writers in English literature.” 

The controversy began ear¬ 
lier this year when the bank 
announced it would replace 
the 19th-centuiy social re¬ 
former Elizabeth Fiy with war¬ 
time Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill on the five-pound 
note. Though Churchill is still 
revered for his Second World 
War leadership, the change led

There are all types on Tinder, but a typical 
woman on the site is a 22-year-old named Lauren 
(I swear, every fourth one is Lauren) who has a 
small dog, friends she poses with at clubs, a ten¬ 
dency to get a leg up when she takes selfies, and 
an inspirational quote that makes sense about 35 
per cent of the time. (“Life is just in-between real¬ 
ity and fantasy, so love.”) 

If two people like each other, the app opens a 
chat window and you can start planning your 
wedding. If either person chooses “Nope,” then 
neither side is the wiser. 

Tinder removes all the depth from online dating, which is a bit 
like removing all the nutrients from a Twinlcie or cutting the sub¬ 
stantive scenes from a Michael Bay movie. 

But I still kind of like it. I know the gut reaction is to cry out 


about how shallow the app is, but whatever—most deep relation¬ 
ships start in the shallow end, and if two people just want to fool 
around in the pool, laughing Danger in the face, more power to 
them. My only issue —and what made me think about dating 
shrinking—is that there is no risk on Tinder. The app lets you ap¬ 
proach the most beautiful woman within 100 miles, and she can’t 
laugh in your face.

Imagine being told you need 
to figure out how to display 
delicate and priceless pieces 
of art without actually touch¬ 
ing or hanging the work until 
it’s ready to be presented to 
the public.

ies borrowing the collection. 
Ritchie explains, “The stipula¬ 
tions are appropriately strin¬ 
gent given the value of the 
work and the length of travel 
required.” 

Part of the stipulations in¬ 
clude lighting requirements, 
temperature controls, and 
staff not being able to handle 


the art. Meaning Ritchie had 
one chance to display the col¬ 
lection properly. 

“We had to install the 
show in a different way. Usu¬ 
ally I would lay the show out 
in the space to see how the 
pieces look, but in this in¬ 
stance we had to use paper 
replicas to adjust our pres¬ 


entation as necessary and 
to avoid touching the actual 
works.” 

Presenting a show in the 
Art Galleiy of Alberta usually 
involves creating new walls, 
changing paint colours, and 
obsessing over how guests 
will flow through the space. 

These are the challenges 


that keep Ritchie enthralled. 
“It’s like figuring out a giant 
puzzle. I’m so excited to bring 
this collection to life; I hope 
our guests experience that.”

The stars and creator of 
Breaking Bad enjoyed a one- 
of-a-kind tribute from Jason 
Reitman, who directed a live 
read-through of the award¬ 
winning series’ pilot script 
at the Los Angeles County 
Museum of Art Tuesday 
evening with a cast of comic 
actors reinterpreting the 
roles created by writer Vince 
Gilligan. 

“They offered to tell me 
who was going to be doing 
the reading, but I decided I’d 
rather be surprised,” Gilli¬ 
gan told Metro earlier in the 
day. That proved more diffi¬ 
cult when, hours later, Reit¬ 
man announced the partici¬ 
pants on Twitter. 

The Office star Rainn Wil¬ 
son took on the lead role of 
Walter White, with Brides¬ 
maids writer Annie Mumolo 
as Slcyler, Paul Rust as Walt 
Jr., Chi McBride as Hank and 
Elbe Kemper as Marie. The 
reading’s clear standout, 
though, was Arrested De¬ 


velopment star Mae Whit¬ 
man in a gender-reversed 
casting Jesse Pinkman. 

Gilligan was joined in 
the audience by series stars 
Bryan Cranston (Walter), 
Aaron Paul (Jesse), Anna 
Gunn (Skyler White), RJ 
Mitte (Walt Jr.) and Laura Fra¬ 
ser (Lydia Rodarte-Quayle) as 
well as several of the series’ 
writers. 

“Usually when we do 
these readings, the people 
who were in them are long- 
dead,” Reitman joked from 
the stage, explaining that 
the presence of Cranston, 
Paul and others was an add¬ 
ed pressure. They needn’t 
have worried, though, as 
the show’s leads were by far 
the most appreciative audi¬ 
ence members, with Paul 
doubling over with laughter 
throughout and leading a 
standing ovation when the 
reading was over. 

The read-through high¬ 
lighted aspects of Gilligan’s 
script television viewers 
would be unaware of, with 
some surprisingly comical 
turns of phrase. 

When Walt’s anatomy 
fails to respond to wife Sky- 
ler’s overtures, for instance, 
Gilligan writes, “No mighty 
oak springs forth from the 
tiny acorn.” 

And for the montage se¬ 
quence of Walt and Jesse 
cooking their first batch of 
crystal meth, Gilligan ex¬ 
plains it as, “For those of us 
who grew up watching the

Hugh Jackman is a song and 
dance man, who regularly 
pops up in stage musicals 
and, with Les Miserables, 
film musicals, too. He’s even 
starred in Hugh Jackman... 
One Night Only, a one-man 
show of show tunes and re¬ 
collections he will be bring¬ 
ing to L.A. this fall. But to 
most, he’s Wolverine, the 
decidedly un-exuberant, 
brooding mutant of the X- 
Men franchise. Having ex¬ 
plored his origins in the 
first solo Wolverine film 
from 2009, he put back on 
his claws and his pissy stare 
for The Wolverine, a spin-off 
that finds his anguished as- 
slciclcer considering mortal¬ 
ity while fighting ninjas, ro¬ 
bot samurai and a she-lizard 
in Japan. Hugh took time 
from his busy schedule to 
chat with Metro. 

I heard you were a big fan 
of the Chris Claremont and 
Frank Miller run from the 
early ’80s, on which this was 
based. 


I read that during the first 
X-Men and I always thought 
that was a great basis for a 
movie. After 13 years (the 
producers) agree with me. 

I love the backdrop. To me 
I want a character who 
symbolizes the anti-authori¬ 
tarian. To go into the world 
of Japan with samurais is 
really fresh and different. 

Wolverine has to tight ninjas 
and samurai, not other 
mutants. What kinds of chal¬ 
lenges does that give him? 

What’s really cool is the 
way they fight and the 
values, not just the training. 
It’s not just physical — it’s 
a control of the mind. I 
think to Wolverine, who 
is instinctive and animal¬ 
istic and emotional, he 
just doesn’t think things 
through. It’s not like he’s 
fighting mutants. He’s fight¬ 
ing humans. 

This is more stripped-down 
and darker than the first solo 
Wolverine film. 

It is darker and I think it 
should be. Even in the story¬ 
line it’s a bit of a rebirth of 
the character. That char¬ 
acter really is incredibly 
tense; he is darker. If there 
ever is an argument for an 
R-rated comic book movie it 
is probably Wolverine. We 
did actually discuss that. 

You seem like a nice guy. 

And you often play nice, 
more exuberant characters 
than Wolverine, who broods 


and hates everybody. 

Acting always allows me to 
kind of explore other parts 
of myself and the human 
condition. Wolverine is 
something difficult for me 
to get back into because 
I’ve been playing him on 
and off for 13 years. James 
(Mangold, the director) was 
on me about being deep and 
more restrained and really 
highlighting the moment 
before he blows his top and 
then when he blows his top 
we earn it. 

Mangold tends to direct 
smaller films than this, like 
Walk the Line, 3:10 to Yuma 
and Kate & Leopold, in 
which you starred. What did 
he bring to this project? 

It’s the sixth time I played 
the role but it was never 




like that. I felt like he got 
the best performance out 
of me and the best out of 
every actor. He had a huge 
range here and he was the 
same with all of us. 

You were known for music¬ 
als, like Oklahoma!, before 
you got the role in the very 
first X-Men. How did they 
come to choose you? 


It was the luckiest thing 
that ever happened to me. 
Seven months before I real¬ 
ly got brought in, someone 
else got the part and finally 
when things fell through 
for (Dougray) Scott, who 
was cast in another film. 

... It just so happened that 
I was in L.A. that week. It 
was a lot of the skies cer¬ 
tainly aligning. 


Was Jackman a comic book fan prior to playing Wolverine? 


“I really had no idea about 
X-Men, about its reach or size 
or passionate fans. I certainly 
knew afterwards. Being on a 
Hollywood set is very different 


than getting work in Australia. 
I remember being quite nerv¬ 
ous to begin with. When I did 
my audition they were already 
a week into shooting.”

For his debut feature film Fruit- 
vale Station, writer-director 
Ryan Coogler chose the true 
stoiy of Oscar Grant, a young 
father in Oakland, Calif., who 
was shot and killed by transit 
police just minutes into New 
Year’s Day, 1999. The shooting 
— seen in cellphone-captured 
footage — sparked riots and 
protests, but Coogler saw in¬ 


stead an opportunity to share 
Grant’s story with the world. 

How did you go about ap¬ 
proaching this story and making 
the presentation of Oscar as 
accurate as possible? 

I had access to the public 
record documents from the 
trial, and that was what I based 
my first draft of the script off 
of; just tracing the events, 
tracing the character from that 
aspect. The next thing I had 
access to was the family. I had 
an open door with them. What 
I wanted to do was to tell the 
stoiy through the scope of the 
people that knew him the best, 
and on that day there was a 
lot of domesticity to his day, a 
lot of time spent with his girl, 
his daughter and his mom. I 
wanted to get to his character 
really through those relation¬ 
ships. 


Travel via cinema 


With the success of Fruitvale 
Station on the festival circuit, 
writer-director Ryan Coogler 
is seeing the world thanks 
to his films, but it used to be 
thanks to the films of others. 
“The first time I left the 
country was for a film festival 
when I was 21 ,” Coogler 
explains. “I would use film as 
a way to travel and a way to 
have experiences that I would 
never be able to have in the 
physical sense.” 


How about the decision to 
open the film with the actual 
cellphone footage from the 
incident? 

My intention was to not show 
the footage ever in the film, 
but it had come up with my 


editors. I was really apprehen¬ 
sive about doing it and I real¬ 
ized the reason why was be¬ 
cause I didn’t need it. Because 
I’m from the Bay Area, I’d seen 
the footage so much, I didn’t 
need to see it. But they were 
saying how they didn’t know 
about this until they started to 
work on this project, and they 
thought it would be important 
to let the audience see what 
happened to him. And once we 
did it I realized that it played 
into a lot of the themes that 
went into making the film, the 
themes of proximity and how 
the movie’s about how some¬ 
thing that happens to someone 
can effect you differently when 
you know the person versus 
when you don’t. 

It’s interesting how all the deci¬ 
sions that put Oscar on that 
train are made by other people 
in his life. It was something 


that came up in research, in 
talking to his family members 
because each one of them kind 
of blamed themselves for Oscar 
winding up on that train, wind¬ 
ing up in that situation. (His 
mother) Wanda talked about 
how she recommend they take 


BART as opposed to driving, 
and Sofina talked about how 
Oscar didn’t even want to go. 
He wanted to stay home that 
night because he was feeling 
kind of out of it, and she kind 
of pushed on him to get out 
and move about.

Bynes being 
held after fire 
incident in 
California 

Amanda Bynes’ return to 
California went south pretty 
fast, with the troubled actress 
detained by police and put 
on a 72-hour psychiatric hold 
after reportedly trespassing 
and setting a small fire on a 
neighbour’s property, accord¬ 
ing to police reports obtained 
by TMZ. “I see this girl with 
her pant leg on fire and a 
gas can trailing fire through 
the driveway,” local resident 
Andrew Liverpool tells E! 


News. “She put the fire out 
on her leg and was rushing 
over to her dog. I kicked the 
gas can over and moved it to 
the middle of the driveway 
so nothing else would catch 
on fire. I said, Are you OK?’ 
She was kind of frantic and 
discombobulated.” Bynes 
allegedly attempted to flee 
the scene in a taxi, with 
police cars chasing after. The 
troubled actress returned to 
California because she “was 
unable to find any place to 
live in New York City because 
of her bizarre behaviour,” 
a source tells Radar Online. 
“No one would rent an apart¬ 
ment to her. She does own 
a house in Calabasas.

1) Set a boundary

CFL. Powerhouses of 
past try to turn tide 
of early struggles on 
Thursday in Montreal 


These are strange days for the 
Montreal Alouettes and Edmon¬ 
ton Eskimos. 

A decade ago, they were the 
cream of the CFL crop, meeting 
each other in three Grey Cup 
games in a four-year span from 
2002 to 2005. 

Now, they are last in their 
divisions with 1-3 records. 

Both will be under pressure 
to win when the Eskimos and 
Alouettes meet Thursday night 
at Percival Molson Stadium, 
even if neither side will call it a 
must-win game. 

“We’ve been hearing a lot of 


buzz from people thinking this 
is a win-or-die game and it’s 
not,” said Montreal defensive 
end John Bowman. “It’s Game 
5, and we’ll approach it with 
that mentality. 

“We can’t make it bigger 
than it is because we’ve still got 
13 games to play.” 

Edmonton coach Kavis Reed 
added, “We haven’t played a 
third of the season yet and the 
biggest focus is to get the two 
points.” 

It may be bigger than that 
for Montreal, where there has 
been speculation that a fourth 
loss in a row could lead to the 
firing of new coach Dan Haw¬ 
kins, or his offensive co-ordin¬ 
ator Mike Miller, or both. 

The Als’ offence has shown 
only brief effectiveness as it 
struggles with a system devised 
by coaches with no CFL experi¬ 


ence. The positive side for Mont¬ 
real is that the defence and spe¬ 
cial teams have been solid and 
have kept games close. 

The Eskimos aren’t getting 
blown out, either, but are com¬ 
ing off a pair of losses to the B.C. 
Lions. 

Quarterback Mike Reilly, 
still finding his feet as a start¬ 
er, said his right elbow that 
swelled up against the Lions is 
fine. 

“We’re doing some positive 
things for a new offence with 
a new offensive co-ordinator,” 
Reilly said. “We’re learning 
from our mistakes and improv¬ 
ing eveiy week.” 

Montreal has been a thorn 
in Edmonton’s side in recent 
years. The Eskimos have lost six 
in a row to the Als and have not 
beaten them in Montreal since 
2007. 

“Some say it’s time zones 
— we live in the second-largest 
country in the world,” Reed 
said. “But I think it’s more that 
if you talk about it a lot, it be¬ 
comes part of your psyche. 

“Histoiy does not repeat it¬ 
self unless you allow it to.”
